The new two-party busi¬ 
ness rate would be $10; one- 
party business, $12.45. 

The company, which is re¬ 
questing additional annual 
revenues of $1,500,000, ar¬ 
gued that its payroll has 
more than doubled in the 
past four years, local prop¬ 
erty taxes have tripled and 
the costs of material and 
supplies are 30 per cent 
higher than in 1952. 

The company applied last 
December to the Public Util¬ 
ities Commission for permis¬ 
sion to increase rates 
throughout the telephone di¬ 
vision.

‘ Do make jolly with fruit that is 
law in pectin, you must add that 
ingredient by combination with 
another fruit or by the use of 
commercial pectin. Special reci¬ 
pes must be followed. 

Next, the juice is extracted. 
Pick fresh fruit that is ripe or a 
trifle underripe. Wash. Discard 
bruised or spoiled parts. 

Cut firm fruit into pieces and 
add water almost to cover.

% cup water for each pound of 
fruit.

‘Happy Pill* Danger Stems 
From Self-Medication

DAY CAMP 


For well over two years an estimated 7,000,000 citizens 
of this country have been spending 135 to 150 million 
dollars annually on tranquilizers, or “happy pills” as 
they are popularly called, in order to obtain some relief 
from the normal strains and stresses common to everyday 

living. -- 

being administered to man’s 
best friend. The president of 
the American Animal Hos¬ 
pital Association recently re¬ 
ported that tranquilizers are 
sometimes prescribed to al¬ 
leviate certain nervous con¬ 
ditions in dogs. 

More than a dozen differ¬ 
ent kinds of these pills are 
now on the market, and un¬ 
doubtedly more will appear. 
At present, not too much is 
known about either the val¬ 
ues or dangers in using 
them, although in general 
the dangers seem to stem 
from self-medication. 

EXACTLY HOW the body 
reacts to tranquilizers is not 
known. Some of them appar¬ 
ently block the transmission 
of nerve impulses to the 
skeletal muscles, causing 
them to relax. Others, it is 
thought, release a particular 
hormone within the body that 
may have a tranquilizing ef¬ 
fect on certain brain centers. 
In any event, and whatever 
the effect, the use of these 
pills is widespread, enthusi¬ 
astic and undiscriminating. 

Whether or not these “hap¬ 
py pills” are habit forming 
is not yet officially deter¬ 
mined. In the opinion of the 
U.S. Narcotics Commissioner, 
there is at present no evi¬ 
dence that they create ad¬ 
diction. On the other hand, 
the Expert Committee on 
Addiction - Producing Drugs 
of the World Health Organi¬ 
zation believes that tran¬ 
quilizers are potentially 
habit-forming. 

One indication of addiction 
created by the continuing 
use of these drugs, it is said, 
is the wihtdrawal symptoms 
that sometimes occur in in¬ 
dividuals after customary 
dosage is stopped. 

It is definitely known in 
medical circles that the use 
of tranquilizers in certain 
individuals is not without 
danger, especially when they 
are self-administered. Some 
of the unwanted side effects 
so far reported in medical 
literature include jaundice, 
low blood pressure, skin 
eruptions, gastrointest i n a 1 
upsets, and general toxic 
reactions. 

Research also has shown 
that the pills tend to make 
some tense people depressed 
rather than calmer, and in 
other individuals the result 
can be the creation of a state 
of extreme excitement. 

It is interesting to note 
that the U.S. Army Chief of 
Staff recently issued a four- 
week grounding order af¬ 
fecting those pilots who were 
taking tranquilizers more or 
less regularly. In the opin¬ 
ion of the Army medics, four 
weeks was the length of time 
for the effects of the pills 
to wear off.

IT IS understandable, of 
course, that the reflexes of 
pilots must be kept in tip¬ 
top condition, but the same 
necessity for quick physical 
response is relatively as im¬ 
portant in many civilian sit¬ 
uations. High speed travel¬ 
ing on crowded highways is, 
according to statistics, even 
more hazardous than flying. 

Although medical opinion 
on the subject is far from 
unanimous, physicians nev¬ 
ertheless seem to be gener¬ 
ally agreed that tranquiliz¬ 
ers probably represent an 
important contribution t o 
treatment methods in mental 
illness, as they soothe and 
relax highly agitated pa¬ 
tients. It is further reported 
that these drugs also have 
been used successfully in re¬ 
ducing anxiety states ex¬ 
perienced by patients who 
are being treated for alco¬ 
holism. 

At least for the time, it is 
well to approach the use of 
tranquilizers with some cau¬ 
tion and abstain from using 
them without medical ad¬ 
vice. The day has not yet 
come when lasting peace of 
mind can be safely purchas¬ 
ed in the form of a pill.
